1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
have been allowed because claim 1 recites a collating unit to store prescription 
containers having a storage unit to store the containers delivered by an in feed 
conveyor. There are plural holding areas. There is a plurality of guide arms to maneuver 
the containers from the in feed conveyor into the plurality of holding areas. There is a 
control system to control the operation of the conveyor and the guide arms. The 
selected holding area is dependent on whether previous containers have been stored in 
the collating unit and not yet retrieved... Claim 8 also recites the matter of claim 1 along 
with a collating unit conveyor and a frame surrounding and covering the in feed 
conveyor and the collating unit. . Claim 13 the matter of claim 8 along with a plurality of 
sensors positioned on the frame.
